(l)  Construction  or  Improvement  of  Howitaer  Parapet  Floors: 

( a)  Observation;  Much  of  the  fill  used  for  construction  of  parapet 
floors  is  unsuitable.  During  periods  of  heavy  rain,  surface  forms  a  layer 

-f  slippery  mu1  resulting  in  poor  footing  and  difficulty  in  maintaining 
clear,  equipment  and  ammunition.  Surface  water  does  not  readily  drain  off 
unless  a  system  of  culverts  or  ditches  is  c instantly  maintained.  Tho  re¬ 
placement  of  those  types  of  fill  with  sand  eliminates  many  of  these  prob¬ 
lems.  During  heavy  rain,  the  sand  retains  a  firm  footing  and  surface  water 
will  run  off  rapidly.  This  works  particularly  woll  with  a  gravel  base 
under  the  sand. 

(b)  Evaluation!  The  use  of  sand  in  the  gun  pit  results  in  safer 
working  editions  and  improved  maintenance  and  cleanliness  of  equipment  and 
ammunition.

(2)  Battery  Life: 

(a)  Observation:  Life  expectancy  of  lead-acid  batteries  used  as 
r^dio  power  supplies  can  bo  increased  by  using  them  in  such  a  manner  that 
they  are  neither  completely  discharged  nor  overcharged.  The  preferable 
type  is  12  volt  used  in  the  2^  ton  or  5  ton  multifuol  trucks.  Two  of  those 
batteries  supplying  two  VRC-12  series  FM  radios  will  work  well  with  a 

0.5  KW  or  1.5  KV  D.C.  gonerator  on  a  cycle  of  15  to  20  minutes  of  charge 
every  2k  to  5  hours.  This’ cycle  will  conserve  both  gonerator  and  batteries. 
The  cycle  can  be  varied  depending  on  sizo  of  batteries  and  amount  of  trans¬ 
mitting  in  a  given  time  block. 

(b)  Evaluation:  Battery  life  can  bo  extended  by  the  simple  ex¬ 
pedient  of  limiting  charge  to  short  periods  and  use  between  charges  to 

2h  to  3  hours. 

(c)  Recommendation:  That  battery  charging  bo  conducted  on  a 
timed  schedule  rather  than  continuous  charging  nr  waiting  for  the  batter;/ 
to  run  down  between  charges.

(a)  Observation:  Since  the  majority  of  artillery  firing  occurs 
during  the  h-'urs  of  darkness  flashlights  must  be  used  in  large  numbers.  A 
problem  is  present od  when  the  crewman  must  hold  the  light  and  work  with 
one  hand.  Tho  ammo  handlers  are  handicapped  by  having  to  hold  e  flashlight 
while  selecting  proper  lots  ~f  fuzes  to  be  fired. 

(b)  Evaluation:  Speed  and  efficiency  would  bo  groatly  increased 
if  some  sort  of  lighting  device  could  be  developed  that  would  free  the  use 
of  both  hands  while  working  at  night.
